Mallory  finds  $5  scrip 

Richlands  resident  Clyde  Mallory  recently  found  this  $5  scrip  dated 
back  to  the  1900's  behind  an  old  picture  in  his  home. 

Back  in  those  days  coal  companies  paid  their  employes  scrip  which 
they  used  as  money  certificates  in  exchange  for  goods. 

The  scrip  that  Mallory  found  shows  that  it  was  issued  by  Richlands 
Coal  Company  at  Coaldan  and  had  a  serial  number  of  1258.  The  name 

of  the  recipient  and  the  date,  except  for  the  year  190-,  were  not  filled 
in. 

It  also  says  on  the  scrip  that  the  money  certificate  could  be  punched 
according  to  the  amount  of  purchase  up  to  $5.  Printed  around  the  edge 
of  the  scrip  are  numbers  that  add  up  to  $5.

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The  collecting  of  coal  company  metal  scrip  is  no  longer  a  hobby  with  some  people 
but  a  good  paying  business.  For  as  long  as  I  can  remember,  Col.  Walter  Caldwell, 
Fayetteville  insurance  tycoon,  has  been  the  proverbial  “life  of  the  party’’  in  the  coal 
company  scrip  collecting  business. 

He  has  gone  at  the  scrip  collecting  business  with  hammer  and  tongs.  Periodically 
he  issues  a  publication  called  “Scrip  Talk,’’  one  that  has  a  widespread  circulation 
Of  this  publication,  Col.  Caldwell's  letterhead  carries  the  names  of  the  several  hats 
which  he  wears  In  the  strip  business. 

Of  “Scrip  Talk"  he  is  editor,  publisher,  typist  and  Janitor  All 
that  work  load  would  seem  to  establish  the  fact  that  the  Scrip 
dealer  colonel  is  a  “one  man  band’’  in  the  business! 


WHILE  WRITING  all  manner  of  Insurance  is  Walter  Caldwell’s 
balloon,  the  scrip  business  is  his  parachute.  For  SO  years  he  has 
been  the  adjutant  (in  case  you  don’t  know  it,  the  adjutant  la  the 
one  who  does  all  the  work)  of  the  American  Legion  Post  at  Fayet¬ 
teville. 

It  is  the  LaFayette  Post  of  the  American  Legion  and  one  of  the 
largest  In  the  state  of  winch  1  speak. 

For  years  I  have  been  on  the  membership  roll  there,  by  sufferance,  because  I  am 
the  most  no  account  member  on  the  roster,  It  should  be  admitted  In  candor.  But  to 
get  back  to  the  subject  of  coal  company  scrip  before  my  space  runs  out. 


BACK  IN  the  latter  part  of  the  past  century,  coal  and  timber  concerns  began  to 
have  their  own  coinage.  It  consisted  of  metal  tokens  which  could  be  used  as  a 
medium  of  exchange  in  the  stores  operated  by  the  companies  issuing  it. 

As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  find  out,  the  first  metal  scrip  used  In  West  Virginia 
was  the  scrip  issued  by  H.  H.  Harper,  timber  man  and  store  operator  right  here  in 
Raleigh  County. 

His  name  Is  kept  alive  by  one  of  the  roads  that  extends  out  of  Beeklev  —  Harper 
Road,  you  know! 

In  my  collection  of  “things"  is  one  of  the  Harper  scrip  coins  the  size  of  the 
vanished  silver  dollar  of  better  days.  It  bears  the  initials  “H.H.H.”  —  standing  for 
Henry  H.  Harper.  A  full  set  of  Harper  scrip  Is  nowhere  to  be  found  today. 

Scrip,  or  coal  miners’  money,  used  to  be  In  evidence  everywhere  In  these  parts 
but  just  you  try  and  see  how  much  you  can  get  your  hands  on  today!  At  one  time  I 
had  a  lot  of  it  but  let  friends  talk  me  out  of  It.  The  result  Is  that  now  when  scrip  Is 
commanding  high  prices,  I’m  fresh  out  of  It  —  a  good  example  of  where  a  fool  and 
his  money  are  soon  parted. 

But  I'm  not  the  only  one  whose  hind  sight  in  money  matters  is  20  >  20.  The 
wonder  is  that  a  fool  and  his  money  ever  got  together  In  the  first  place,  though. 


THE  IDEA  OF  COAL  company  scrip  was  for  a  miner  to  draw  his  pay  in  advance 
in  scrip.  Then  he  could  buy  what  he  needed  out  of  the  coal  company  operated  store 
where  everything  from  candy  to  coffins  was  for  sale  at  prices  higher  than  in  most 
other  placed. 

Then  in  time  the  coal  companv  would  open  up  a  filling  station  in  a  nearby  town 
where  the  miner  could  buy  gasoline  with  scrip.  For  example,  the  coal  company  at 
Minden  opened  a  filling  station  in  Oak  Hill. 

Miners  would  draw  scrip,  take  it  to  Oak  Hill,  and  sell  it  to  a  scrip  dealer  for  about 
75  or  80  cents  on  (he  dollar  in  order  to  get  money  to  buy  something  in  an  Oak  Hill 
store  where  it  was  cheaper  than  In  the  Minden  company  store. 

Jim  Martin  was  the  big  scrip  dealer  In  Oak  Hill.  Jim  had  a  store  and  bought  scrip 
by  the  gallon,  or  in  some  such  quantity.  He  would  sell  me  scrip  for  which  he  had 
paid  75  cents  on  the  dollar,  sell  it  to  me  for  80  or  85  cents. 

Then  I  could  buy  gasoline  with  that  scrip  —  a  dollars  worth  of  gasoline  for  a  dol¬ 
lar  in  scrip! 


TODAY  THAT  BARTER  and  trade  game  Is  a  thing  of  the  past  If  you  buy  scrip 
today  you  pay  a  pretty  penny  for  it.  Here’s  what  I  mean.  There  was  the  Mary 
Frances  Coal  Co. ,  with  mines  and  stores  at  Ingram  Branch  and  Robson  down  on 
Loup  Creek  in  Fayette  County. 

A  set  of  the  scrip  of  that  concern  —  five  cents  through  fl  —  with  nowhere  to 
spend  it  now,  sells  for  $7  and  $8  Times  was  when  a  handful  of  it  was  to  be  had.  but 
no  longer. 

Mv  old  friend,  (he  late  C  P.  Anderson  headed  up  the  Mary  Frances  Coal  Co 
When  (he  tolls  of  the  trade  and  tribulations  of  this  life  began  to  get  him  down  C  P 
went  out  of  life  through  a  side  door.  I  miss  him  to  this  day. 

Mary'  Frances  Coal  Co.  was  named  for  Mary  Frances  Harwoood  who  was  a 
daughter  of  the  company  doctor  at  Harvey
